1. The papers requesting approval of retention of employment 
status of I [ following his marriage to an alien indicate he was 

divorced from his previous spouse in August 1969 by Mexican decree. 
Without further information regarding the divorce, we can only say that 
all the potential problems outlined in referent memorandum (attached) 
are present. In particular, it should be noted that if the Mexican decree 
is of the "mail order" variety, the alien spouse may be confronted with 
Immigration problems and most assuredly could not avail herself of the 
preferential naturalization procedures available to a spouse of a U. S. 
citizen. In this regard see paragraphs 20 through 22 of referent 
memorandum. 


2. It is noted that one of the potential problem areas is not 
present in this case, i. e. , there are no c hildren of the previous marriage.
